Suicide attacks kill 
at least 48 in Iraq

BAGHDAD (AP) — A suicide bomber ripped through a line of 
anti-al-Qaida Sunni fighters waiting to collect their paychecks 
near an Iraqi military base as nearly 50 people were killed in 
violence west of Baghdad. 

The attack is the deadliest this year against the groups that 
turned against the terror network amid an apparent campaign by 
insurgents to undermine confidence in the government security 
forces and their allies. 

The attacks on the Awakening Council members highlighted 
the daunting security challenges the country faces as the U.S. 
works to withdraw all combat troops in Iraq. 

The first attack Sunday morning by a single bomber with an 
explosive vest killed at least 45 people and wounded more than 
40 at a checkpoint near a military base in the mostly Sunni 
district of Radwaniya southwest of Baghdad. 

Some 150 Sunni fighters had lined up to collect their paychecks 
when the bomber struck, according to witnesses. 

“I ran, thinking that I was a dead man,” said Uday Khamis, 
24, speaking outside the Mahmoudiyah hospital where many of 
the wounded were taken. His left hand was bandaged and his 
clothes were stained with blood. 

At least a dozen men, dressed in military-style uniforms were 
seen laying in pools of blood in front of a blast wall in footage 
obtained by the Associated Press Television shortly after the 
blast.

President Barack Obama and the first 
family said goodbye to Maine on 
Sunday after an energetic weekend 


vacation along the Atlantic coast. 

The president, first lady Michelle 
Obama and daughters Malia and Sasha 
boarded a small military jet serving as 
Air Force One and took off from the 
Bar Harbor airport, returning to the 
White House by midday. 

The Obamas spent much of their time 
hiking and biking in Acadia National 
Park. They also played tennis, went 
boating and enjoyed the food in the 
resort town of Bar Harbor. From the 
moment they arrived on Friday, it was 
clear they were determined to make 
the most of their time, much of it spent 
in the park. 

The Obamas set the tone right away, 
motorcading straight from the airport to 
a park bike trail for an hour of cycling. 
What followed was a whirl of outings, 
as their motorcade crisscrossed Mount 
Desert Island. They went boating on 
Frenchman Bay, hiked on a park nature 
trail, played tennis, hung out at the 
pool, toured a lighthouse, had lunch 
and dinner at harborside restaurants 
and — of course — stopped for ice 
cream. 

Even their dog Bo had fun, playfully 
wrapping up a Coast Guard lighthouse 


keeper in the leash Sasha, 9, was 
holding. 

But the high point — literally — was 
their visit to the summit of Cadillac 
Mountain, listed by park officials as the 
tallest peak on the Eastern Seaboard. 
From the granite mountaintop, as they 
listened to a park superintendent, the 
Obamas beheld a spectacular vista of 
granite hills above an emerald bay. 

It was certainly a more uplifting scene 
than what awaited the president on his 
return to Washington: more wrangling 
with a bitterly divided Congress 
heading toward the August recess, 
with lawmakers’ attention increasingly 
focused on the November elections 
when control of Congress will be at 
stake. 

The first family has more traveling this 
summer. 

Malia, 12, is headed to summer camp 
for the first time. Her dad has said he 
plans to return to the Gulf Coast soon 
for another look at the oil spill zone. 
And residents of Martha’s Vineyard are 
wondering if the Obamas will spend 
part of the month on the island off the 
Massachusetts’ coast, as they did last 
summer.

Pilloried for nearly three 
months as it tried repeatedly to 
stop the leak, BP PLC capped 
the nearly mile-deep well 
Thursday and wants to keep 
it that way. The government’s 
plan, however, is to eventually 
pipe oil to the surface, which 
would ease pressure on the 
fragile well but would require 
up to three more days of oil 
spilling into the Gulf 
“No one associated with this 
whole activity ... wants to 
see any more oil flow into 
the Gulf of Mexico,” Doug 
Suttles, BP’s chief operating 
officer, said Sunday. “Right 
now we don’t have a target to 
return the well to flow.” 

An administration official 
familiar with the spill 
oversight, however, told The 
Associated Press that a seep and 
possible methane were found 
near the busted oil well. The 
official spoke on condition of 
anonymity Sunday because an 
announcement about the next 
steps had not been made yet. 
The concern all along — since 
pressure readings on the cap 
weren’t as high as expected 
— was a leak elsewhere in 
the wellbore, meaning the 
cap may have to be reopened 
to prevent the environmental 
disaster from becoming even 
worse and harder to fix. 

The official, who would 
not clarify what is seeping 
near the well, also said BP 
is not complying with the 
government’s demand for 
more monitoring. 

When asked about the official’s 
comments, BP spokesman 
Mark Salt would only say that 
“we continue to work very 
closely with all government 
scientists on this.” 

Retired Coast Guard Adm. 
Thad Allen, the Obama 
administration’s spill response 
chief, insisted Sunday that 
“nothing has changed” since 
Saturday, when he said oil 


would eventually be piped to 
surface ships. The government 
is overseeing BP’s work to 
stop the leak, which ultimately 
is to be plugged using a relief 
well. 

Allen decided to extend 
testing of the cap that had 
been scheduled to end Sunday, 
the official who spoke on 
condition of anonymity said. 
That means the oil will stay in 
the well for now as scientists 
continue run tests and monitor 
pressure readings. The official 
didn’t say how long that would 
take. 

Officials at the Department of 
Homeland Security referred 
questions to a statement 
issued by Allen; neither he 
nor BP officials could explain 
the apparent contradiction in 
plans. 

Suttles’ comments carved out 
an important piece of turf 
for BP: If Allen sticks with 
the containment plan and 
oil again pours forth into the 
Gulf, even briefly, it will be 
the government’s doing, not 
BP’s. 

The company very much 
wants to avoid a repeat of the 
live underwater video that 
showed millions of gallons of 
oil spewing from the blown 
well for weeks. 

“I can see why they’re pushing 
for keeping the cap on and 
shut in until the relief well is 
in place,” said Daniel Keeney, 
president of a Dallas-based 
public relations firm. 

The government wants to 
eliminate any chance of making 
matters worse, while BP is 
loath to lose the momentum it 
gained the moment it finally 
halted the leak, Keeney said. 
“They want to project being 
on the same team, but they 
have different end results that 
benefit each,” he said. 

Oil would have to be released 
under Allen’s plan, which 
would ease concerns that the 
capped reservoir might force 
its way out through another

route. Those concerns stem 
from pressure readings in the 
cap that have been lower than 
expected. 

Scientists still aren’t sure 
whether the pressure readings 
mean a leak elsewhere in the 
well bore, possibly deep down 
in bedrock, which could make 
the seabed unstable. Oil would 
be have to be released into 
the water to relieve pressure 
and allow crews to hook up 
the ships, BP and Allen have 
said. So far, there have been 
no signs of a leak. 

“We’re not seeing any 
problems at this point with 
the shut-in,” Suttles said at a 
Sunday morning briefing. 
Allen said later Sunday that 
scientists and engineers 
would continue to evaluate 
and monitor the cap through 
acoustic, sonar and seismic 
readings. 

They’re looking to determine 
whether low pressure 
readings mean that more oil 
than expected poured into the 
Gulf of Mexico since the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon rig 
exploded April 20, killing 11 
people and touching off one of 
America’s worst environment 
crises. 

“While we are pleased that no 
oil is currently being released 
into the Gulf of Mexico and 
want to take all appropriate 
action to keep it that way, it 
is important that all decisions 
are driven by the science,” 
Allen said in a news release. 
“Ultimately, we must ensure 
no irreversible damage is 
done which could cause 
uncontrolled leakage from 
numerous points on the sea 
floor.’Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Vice President Joe Biden is 
assuring House Democrats 
that he thinks they will keep 
control after the November 
elections. Only a week ago, 
President Barack Obama’s 
press secretary infuriated 
members of his own party 
by suggesting that voters 
could put Republicans in 
power. 

“I don’t think the losses 
are going to be bad at all. I 
think we’re going to shock 
the heck out of everybody,” 
Biden told ABC television’s 
“This Week.” 

That cheery prediction 
contrasted with the dour 
but realistic appraisal last 
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weekend by White House 
spokesman Robert Gibbs, 
whose quick backtrack 
that he didn’t think the 
Republicans would get a 
majority didn’t ease the 
criticism that flew his way. 
By Sunday the Democrats 
appearing on the news 
shows had rallied around 
the idea that the rift Gibbs 
exposed between the White 
House and its congressional 
allies was no big deal. 
“There is always tension 
between the White House 
and the House and the 
Senate,” said House 
Majority Leader Steny 
Hoyer. “My view is, the 
president and Democrats in 
the House and Democrats 
in the Senate have the same 
objective.” 

Republicans face a high 
wall to achieve the net gain 
of 40 or so seats needed to 
take back the 435-member 
House. In the Senate, the 
Democrats’ 57-41 majority 

— they also have the 
support of two independents 

— appears to be tougher. 
All House seats and at least 
36 Senate seats are up for 
election in November. 
Here’s how congressional 
leaders and those chairing 
campaign committees 
scored their chances for 
control of Congress: 
—Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell: “I’d like 


to be in better shape than 
the 41 that we have now. 
And I think the chances 
of that are pretty good.”

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Argument led to deadly Wash, state park shooting

SEATTLE - A shooting at a 
state park near Seattle that left 
two dead and four wounded 
stemmed from an argument 
between two groups, one 
of which was celebrating a 
birthday party, investigators 
said Sunday. 

King County Sheriff’s Sgt. 
John Urquhart said killed in 
the shooting Saturday night 
at Lake Sammamish State 
Park were one man from each 
group: a 33-year-old from 
Kent, Wash., and a 30-year- 
old from Seattle. 

The park is about 20 miles east 
of downtown Seattle. 

One of the dead men was found 
with a gun on his body, while 
the other was not found with a 
weapon, Urquhart said. Their 
names were not released. 

The violence erupted around 
9 p.m. at the edge of the lake 
between the two groups, who 
were about 50 to 75 yards apart. 
Urquhart said investigators 
are still determining what the 
groups were arguing about 
and what caused the dispute to 
escalate into gunfire. 


Six people were taken into 
custody, but so far no one has 
been booked into jail, Urquhart 
said Sunday. 

The park, a popular gathering 
place for boating and 
watersports near the upscale 
suburbs of Bellevue and 
Issaquah, was closed Sunday 
while the investigation 
continued. 

Urquhart said investigators at 
the scene have recovered four 
guns and at least 20 spent shell 
casing. 

A park ranger alerted 
authorities to the shooting, 
placing an emergency call 
around 9 p.m. More shots 
were fired during the call. As 
police flooded the scene, they 
found parkgoers hiding in park 
buildings to get away from the 
gunfire. 

Swedish Medical Center 
spokesman Ed Boyle told The 
Seattle Times that a 29-year- 
old man with gunshot injuries 
was treated at the hospital’s 
emergency facility in Issaquah 
before being transferred to 
Harborview Medical Center 
in Seattle. 

Urquhart said two other 


wounded men were also taken 
to Harborview, while the 
fourth was taken to Overlake 
Medical Center in Bellevue. 
A Harborview spokesman 
told The Times early Sunday 
that one man was in serious 
condition and the other two 
were in satisfactory condition. 
The names of the injured were 
not released. 

Dawn Hilliker said she and 
her two teenage sons spent the 
day at Lake Sammamish State 
Park celebrating a friend’s 
high school graduation. They 
were packing up their car to 
leave when they heard several 
loud bangs from 250 yards 
away. 

“I thought some kids were 
setting off firecrackers, but 30 
seconds later, I saw three cops 
driving down the street,” her 
son, Austin Hilliker, told The 
Times. “I saw three people 
arrested, two of them no more 
than 20 feet from our car. It 
was super scary.” 

The family waited two hours 
to leave the park, as police 
stopped every vehicle on 
the way out, Dawn Hilliker 
saidQ 


Strong aftershocks shake Alaska island region 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska - A series of strong 
aftershocks in Alaska’s Aleutian Islands region 
Sunday followed a powerful earthquake that 
shook the remote area, but officials said there 
were no immediate reports of damage or 
injury. 

There also was no threat of a tsunami from any 
of the quakes. 

The U.S. Geological Survey said the initial 6.7- 
magnitude temblor struck at 9:56 p.m. Saturday 
and was centered in the Bering Sea about 155 
miles southwest of Dutch Harbor. The quake 
hit about 21 miles beneath the seabed. 

USGS geophysicist Rafael Abreu said there 
were at least 11 aftershocks, including one 


occurring at 11:48 a.m. Sunday that had a 5.8 
preliminary magnitude. He said that magnitude 
was still under review and could change. 

The West Coast and Alaska Tsunami Warning 
Center showed a 6.2 magnitude for the same 
aftershock, which was felt in the tiny community 
of Nikolski, about 115 miles southwest of 
Dutch Harbor. 

The initial, 6.7-magnitude earthquake was felt 
in both Dutch Harbor and nearby Unalaska, 
the nearest communities of any size to the 
epicenter. 

Police in Unalaska, situated just across a bay 
from Dutch Harbor, said they had no reports of 
damage or injury.□

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Clinton seeks more Pakistan- Afghan cooperation

ISLAMABAD (AP) — 
Pakistan and Afghanistan 
sealed a landmark trade deal 
Sunday as U.S. Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton pushed the two 
neighbors to step up civilian 
cooperation and work 
together against al-Qaida 
and the Taliban. 

Shortly after kicking off 
a South Asia trip aimed at 
refining the goals of the 
increasingly unpopular war 
in Afghanistan, Clinton 
looked on as the Afghan 
and Pakistani commerce 
ministers signed the trade 
agreement. It was reached 
only after years ofnegotiation 
with recent and very active 
U.S. encouragement. 

The pact, which eases 
restrictions on cross-border 
transportation, must be 
ratified by the Afghan 
parliament and Pakistani 
Cabinet. U.S. officials 
said they believe it will 
significantly enhance ties 
between the two countries, 
boost development and 
incomes on both sides of the 
border and contribute to the 
fight against extremists. 
“Bringing Islamabad and 
Kabul together has been a 
goal of this administration 
from the beginning,” said 
Richard Holbrooke, the U.S. 
special representative for 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 
“This is a vividdemonstration 
of the two countries coming 
closer together.” 

Despite the agreement, 
Clinton faces challenges 
in appealing for greater 
cooperation between the 
neighboring nations on 
the nearly 9-year-old war, 


pressing Pakistan for more 
help in taking on militants 
accused of plotting attacks on 
the U.S., including the failed 
Times Square bombing, and 
stepping up action against 
extremists along the Afghan 
border. 

Although Pakistan has 
relented on issuing long- 
delayed visas for some 
450 U.S. officials and 
Clinton is bringing new 
U.S. development aid for 
Pakistan, anti-American 
sentiment remains high. 

In addition, U.S. officials 
have also expressed 
concerns about Pakistan’s 
plans for a deal with China 
that would give energy- 
starved Pakistan two new 
nuclear power plants. Critics 
said transferring the reactors 
would violate international 
nonproliferationagreements. 
In talks with President 
Asif Ali Zardari and Prime 
Minister Yusuf Raza 
Gilani, ahead of Monday 
meetings with military and 
civilian officials, Clinton 
was conveying the message 
that the U.S. is committed 
to the country’s long-term 
development needs, not just 
short-term security gains. 
Clinton is offering a package 
of about $500 million in 
development programs, 
funded by legislation 
approved by Congress to 
triple nonmilitary aid to 
$1.5 billion a year over five 
years. The aid will focus on 
water, energy, agriculture 
and health. The initiatives 
mark the second phase of 
projects begun under a new 
and enhanced strategic 
partnership. 

Holbrooke noted that when 
Clinton visited Pakistan last 


October she had “waded 
into continually hostile and 
skeptical crowds.” But he 
maintained that the new 
U.S. focus is “producing a 
change in Pakistani attitudes, 
first within the government 
and gradually, more slowly, 
within the public.” 

Still, he and other officials 
acknowledge, mistrust 
of America runs deep 
in Pakistan, particularly 
over unmanned drone 
strikes. They’re aimed at 
militants but often kill or 
injury civilians; to many 
Pakistanis, they represent 
an unacceptable violation of 
sovereignty. 

Vali Nasr, a Holbrooke 
deputy, said overcoming the 
suspicion remains a work in 
progress. 

“We’re beginning to see 
movement, but this is not 
going to happen overnight,” 
he told reporters aboard 


Clinton’s plane. “We’re not 
going to be able to get them 
aligned over a one-year 
time period on every single 
issue and change 30 years 
of foreign policy of Pakistan 
on a dime.” 

Underscoring Pakistan’s 
fragility, only hours after 
Clinton’s arrival a suicide 
bomber ran past guards at 
a minority Shiite mosque 
in eastern Pakistan then 
blew himself up, wounding 
several worshippers. The 
attack, hundreds of miles 
away from Islamabad, 
appeared to be the latest in 
a string by Sunni extremists 
against other Muslims they 
consider infidels. 

After her stop in Pakistan, 
Clinton is set to attend an 
international conference on 
Afghanistan on Tuesday 
in Kabul, where Afghan 
officials will present details 
on their plans to reintegrate

militants into society and 
outline how they intend to 
implement reform and anti¬ 
corruption pledges made 
earlier this year. 

Security was tightened in 
the Afghan capital ahead 
the conference which will 
assemble diplomats from 60 
nations as well as the heads 
of NATO and the United 
Nations. Nonetheless, a 
suicide bomber killed three 
civilians near a busy market. 
American lawmakers and 
voters are increasingly 
questioning the course of the 
drawn-out war with rising 
death tolls among U.S. and 
international troops and 
growing questions about 
corruption. Last month was 
the deadliest of the war for 
international forces: 103 
coalition troops were killed, 
despite the addition of tens 
of thousands more U.S. 
troops. □

There were conflicting reports 
as to how many of the dead 
were Iraqi soldiers and whether 
accountants who were killed as 
they were handing out money 
were civilian or military. 

In the second attack, a 
suspected militant stormed 
into a local Awakening 
Council headquarters in the 
far western town of Qaim near 
the Syrian border and opened 
fire on those inside. 

The town and the vast desert 
province of Anbar, were for 
years the epicenter of the 
Sunni Arab insurgency and a 
sanctuary for al-Qaida. 

The fighters returned fire, 
wounding the attacker, who 
then blew himself up as they 
gathered around him, killing 
three and wounding six 
others, police officials said on 
condition of anonymity. 

All officials spoke on condition 
of anonymity because they 
were not authorized to speak 
to the media. 

Two other members of the 
Sunni militia were also 


wounded in other minor 
attacks south of Baghdad. 
While violence has dropped 
dramatically over the past 
two years in the country, 
Iraqi security forces remain a 
favorite target for insurgents 
bent on destabilizing the 
country and its Shiite-led 
government. 

The attack also raised to 
the surface the festering 
resentment on the part of some 
Awakening Council members 
toward a government they said 
has largely marginalized them, 
even though their decision to 
fight alongside the Americans 
has made them targets for 
Sunni extremists. 

The complaints take on greater 
urgency given Iraq’s current 
political stalemate and the 
scheduled withdrawal of all 
U.S. combat forces by the end 
of August. 

More than four months 
after March’s inconclusive 
parliamentary election, Iraqhas 
yet to form a new government 
as politicians bicker over who 
will lead the country. The 
impasse has raised fears that 


militants will try to exploit the 
political vacuum to re-ignite 
sectarian tensions that brought 
Iraq to the brink of civil war in 
2006 and 2007. 

While the Awakening Councils 
played a key role in reducing 
the overall level of violence 
in Iraq, their future role in the 
Shiite-dominated government 
is uncertain. 

The U.S. used to pay the 
monthly salaries of about $300 
to the nearly 100,000-strong 
militias. Last year, the Iraqi 
government took over paying 
their salaries and, after heavy 
pressure from the Americans, 
agreed to absorb up to 20 
percent of the fighters into its 
security forces, while giving 
the others government jobs. 
“The government has not 
provided job opportunities 
to the heroes who fought al- 
Qaida,” Sheik Efan Saadoun, 
a member of the provincial 
council in Anbar said. 
“Therefore, these heroes are 
not willing to fight al-Qaida 
because they have not received 
what they deserved.” 

Others appeared to imply 


that the government was at 
least complicit in the attacks 
Sunday. 

Khamis, the bombing victim, 
said while men are usually 
searched at the checkpoint 
where the bomber struck, on 
Sunday they were allowed to 
line up without any checks. 
Hassan Ali, who was waiting at

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 
(AP) — With the Caribbean’s 
biggest reputed drug lord back 
behind bars, law enforcement 
authorities in the region are on 
alert for potential bloody feuds 
among rivals and lieutenants 
trying to take his place. 

The Saturday capture of Jose 
Figueroa Agosto in Puerto 
Rico’s capital after a decade- 
long hunt was a big break, but 
it also means that members of 
his violent group may try to 
wrest control of his share of 
the illegal trade, said Javier F. 
Pena, special agent in charge 
of the Caribbean division of 
the U.S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration. 

“This guy was truly the leader 
of his organization,” Pena 
told The Associated Press on 
Sunday. “And anytime the top 
guy is taken down, his people 
can start to fight one another 
to assume control. 

There is always concern that 
people will be jockeying for 
position, so it’s a matter of 
time to see if there will be 
bloodshed.” 

Authorities have painted 


Figueroa as the Caribbean’s 
version of Pablo Escobar, the 
late notorious Colombian drug 
kingpin of the 1980s. 

For 10 years, the 45-year- 
old Puerto Rican fed his 
underworld mystique by 
pulling off narrow escapes 
and taunting police in the 
Dominican Republic and 
Puerto Rico, a U.S. territory 
that is attractive to traffickers 
as America’s southernmost 
border. 

But his luck finally ran out this 
weekend, when Figueroa was 
caught while driving through 
a working-class Dominican 
neighborhood of San Juan. 
When he realized he was 
being followed, he tried to 
run on foot but U.S. Marshals, 
FBI and DEA agents, and 
Puerto Rican police captured 
him. He was wearing a wig as 
a disguise. 

Gov. Luis Fortuno told a news 
conference Sunday that he 
phoned Dominican President 
Leonel Fernandez to discuss 
the arrest and reiterate the 
importance of future security 
collaborations between 

the two Spanish-speaking 
governments. 


Police chief Jose Figueroa 
Sancha told the same news 
conference that the reputed 
kingpin’s arrest “not only 
represents a gain for island 
and federal authorities ... it is 
an international gain.” 

“We have arrested one of 
the major drug traffickers in 
history.” 

Though no one can say 
exactly how much cocaine 
Figueroa allegedly moved, 
the scale of his reputed 
empire emerged following a 
botched September raid in the 
Dominican Republic, which 
netted several cars, including 
an armored Mercedes Benz 
with $4.6 million in cash 
inside, and a laptop computer 
full of evidence. Dominican 
authorities also confiscated a 
ranch with a small zoo — along 
with at least nine vehicles, 
including two Ferraris. 

“He’s got properties, boats, 
cars, jewelry and cash out 
there,” Pena said. 

For years, he “hid” in the open 
in the Dominican Republic, 
building ties with upper-crust 
Dominicans who appear 
regularly in society magazines. 
Since the September raid, 


several people have been 
jailed on charges that they 
laundered money or otherwise 
aided Figueroa. 

Investigators are concerned 
that his conspirators have 
included police and other 
officials. 

Figueroa reputedly funneled 
Colombian drugs to the U.S. 
mainland through Puerto 
Rico, where he walked out of 
a prison in November 1999 
after presenting guards with 
a forged release order. He had 
served only four years of a 
209-year sentence for killing 
a man suspected of stealing a 
cocaine shipment. 

Within a month, he moved 
to the Dominican Republic, 


where he was detained as 
part of a drug investigation in 
2001. He was released after 
two weeks; he used an alias 
and authorities didn’t know 
his true identity. 

He is wanted in the Dominican 
Republic on kidnapping, 
money-laundering, drug¬ 
trafficking and murder 
charges. 

U.S. Attorney General Eric 
Holder had personally pledged 
full cooperation to capture the 
fugitive, who was wanted on a 
U.S. Marshals warrant for his 
prison escape and for filing a 
false passport application. He 
also was the target of a U.S.

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Netanyahu says he will oppose conversion bill

JERUSALEM (AP) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
N etany ahu announc ed 

Sunday that he would oppose 
a conversion bill that has 
rekindled the age-old debate 
over who is a Jew and has 
provoked an angry response 
among liberal Jewish groups 
abroad whose support is 
critical to Israel. 

Last week, an Israeli 
parliamentary committee 
gave preliminary approval to 
a draft legislation that would 
give Orthodox rabbis in Israel 
more control over conversions. 
The more liberal Reform and 
Conservative movements that 
represent the vast majority of 
Jews outside Israel contend 
the new legislation would be 
a dangerous blow to religious 
pluralism. 

Netanyahu told his Cabinet on 
Sunday that he feared the bill 
would create a rift in the Jewish 
world and that if he couldn’t 
find a compromise solution, 
he would ask his coalition 
partners to vote against it. The 
bill would have to pass three 
votes in the Knesset, Israel’s 
parliament, to become law. 
Under the current practice, 
Israel only partially recognizes 
conversions performed by non- 
Orthodox rabbis inside Israel, 
while those converted by 
non-Orthodox rabbis outside 
the country are automatically 
eligible for Israeli citizenship 
like other Jews. 

The proposed legislation 
would give Israel’s chief 


rabbinate the legal authority 
over all matters of conversion 
in Israel. 

The group most likely to suffer 
from the change would be 
immigrants who converted to 
Judaism abroad and could now 
be denied Israeli citizenship. 
The bill touches a nerve in 
the Reform and Conservative 
movements. Though they are 
strong abroad, their presence 
is marginal in Israel, where 
Orthodox rabbis have a near 
monopoly over religious 
practice. 

While staunch backers 
of Israel, liberal Jewish 
movements abroad look 
worriedly at the prospect 
of the country’s Orthodox 
religious establishment 

further entrenching its control. 
They say passage of the bill 
would also be a blow to the 
legitimacy of non-Orthodox 
rabbis the world over. 

Rabbi David Saperstein, head 
of the Washington-based 
Religious Action Center of the 
Union of Reform Judaism, said 
the bill, if passed, would mark 
a “crisis of the first order.” 

“It would be an enormous 
blow to the unity of the Jewish 
people and the principle of 
religious freedom in Israel,” 
said Saperstein, who is 
visiting the country to lobby 
lawmakers to drop the bill. 
“The American Jewish 
community will remain 
strongly engaged in Israel, but 
the message will be sent that 
the government of Israel does 
not accept our rabbis and our 
movement as legitimate, and 


it would make all our work 
much more difficult.” 

Of the world’s roughly 13 
million Jews, half live in 
Israel and most of the rest 
are concentrated in North 
America. 

Israeli religious authorities’ 
skepticism about the 
legitimacy of overseas 
conversions has been cited 
as one of the main causes of 
a growing rift between Israel 
and world Jewry. 

Seth Farber, an Orthodox 
rabbi and director of a body 
that helps Israelis navigate the 
rabbinical bureaucracy, said 
he was in favor of conversion 
reform but not at the price of 
damaging the delicate relations 
between Israel and the world 
Jewish community. 

“We have to find a way to 
resolve this problem without 
paying too heavy a price, 
which is alienating 85 percent 
of American Jews,” he said. 
The bill has even provoked 
a group of Jewish U.S. 
senators to draft a rare letter 
of complaint to Israel’s 
ambassador to Washington, 
The Jerusalem Post newspaper 
reported. 

Caley Gray, communications 
director for signatory Sen. 
Frank Lautenberg (D-New 
Jersey), told the Jerusalem 
Post that “Senator Lautenberg 
hopes the Knesset does not 
pass this legislation, which he 
views as divisive.” 

The bill’s sponsor, David 
Rotem, an Orthodox Jewish 
lawmaker from the largely 
secular Yisrael Beitenu party, 
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Israel’s Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu arrives at the weekly 
cabinet meeting in Jerusalem, Sunday, July 18, 2010.

Slipping to second place with 
$32.7 million was the previous 
weekend’s No. 1 movie, 
Steve Carell’s animated 
hit “Despicable Me.” The 
Universal release raised its 10- 
day total to $118.4 million. 
Disney’s family adventure 
“The Sorcerer’s Apprentice” 
was a dud, opening at No. 3 
with $17.4 million, lifting its 
total to $24.5 million since 
premiering Wednesday. 

“It’s disappointing to say the 
least,” said Chuck Viane, head 
of distribution for Disney, 
which had high hopes for 
the movie. “I’m perplexed. 
I have no response, because 
I honestly don’t know what 
went wrong.” 

The movie reunites the team 
behind the hit “National 
Treasure” movies — Nicolas 
Cage, producer Jerry 
Bruckheimer and director Jon 
Turteltaub — for an action 
comedy about an ancient 
wizard training an awkward 
apprentice (Jay Baruchel) to 
take down an evil sorceress in 
modern Manhattan. 


Bruckheimer has been a 
blockbuster producer for 
Disney with such hits as “The 
Rock,” “Armageddon” and 
the “Pirates of the Caribbean” 
franchise. 

But “The Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice” was the summer’s 
second Disney-Bruckheimer 
production to come up short 
at the domestic box office, 
following “Prince of Persia: 
The Sands of Time,” which 
was unable to crack the $100 
million mark. 

“Jerry’s working on ‘Pirates 4’ 
as we speak,” Viane said of the 
Johnny Depp sequel due out 
next summer. “I’ll go to bat 
with Jerry any day, because 
his track record is pretty darn 
good.” 

With “Inception” and 
“Despicable Me,” the weekend 
marked a rare instance when 
two original stories — not 
sequels, spinoffs or adaptations 
of comic books, best-sellers or 
other properties — led the box 
office. 

Hollywood relies on familiar 
titles such as “Iron Man 2,” 
“The Twilight Saga: Eclipse” 
and “Toy Story 3” for most 
of its big summer releases, 
though the occasional fresh 
idea manages to score with 
audiences. 

“We let all of the sequels and 
popcorn films come out and 
get the summer rolling, then 
we come in here with this 
original concept,” Fellman 
said of “Inception.” “We’re 
in a good place to run now for 
the rest of the summer.” 
Estimated ticket sales for 
Friday through Sunday at 
U.S. and Canadian theaters, 
according to Hollywood.com.

Report: Paris 
Hilton caught 
with marijuana 

PARIS - Paris Hilton was 
briefly detained in Corsica after 
sniffer dogs detected a “quite 
small” quantity of marijuana 
in her bag, a French newspaper 
reported Saturday. 

Corse Matin newspaper 
said officers at the airport 
in Figari found about one 
gram’s worth of marijuana. 
Hilton, who was transiting the 
French Mediterranean island 
in a private jet on Friday, was 
hauled in for questioning and 
released about 30 minutes 
later, the report said. 

In a story posted on its Web 
site, the newspaper said 
Hilton was traveling along 
with “personalities close to 
power in Malaysia” from the 
French capital to Porto Cervo, 
in Sardinia. In a posting on 
the TwitLonger site Saturday, 
Hilton wrote, “Just to put an 
end to these rumors. The stories 
saying I have been arrested are 
completely false!” 

“I am having the best vacation 
of my life,” the posting said. 
Earlier this month, Hilton 
was arrested after the Brazil- 
Netherlands World Cup match 
in Port Elizabeth, South Africa, 
on suspicion of possession of 
marijuana. The case was then 
dropped at a midnight court 
hearing. 

Hilton pleaded no contest in 
2007 to alcohol-related reckless 
driving and was sentenced to 
45 days in jail. After spending 
about 23 days in jail, Hilton told 
U.S. television host Larry King 
that the experience caused her 
to re-evaluate the role partying 
played in her life. She said she 
wanted “to help raise money 
for kids and for breast cancer 
and multiple sclerosis.”□ 




















Gloomy investors ignore plump 
profits, dump stocks

NEW YORK - Profit is so 
boring. 

That’s one way to characterize 
investors’ suddenly blase 
view of Corporate America’s 
single most important figure. 
Earnings gushed last week 
like oil from the ruptured 
BP well and were greeted 
like the same gooey mess. 
Steel giant Alcoa Inc. blew 
past expectations, followed 
by chipmaker Intel Corp.’s 
best showing in a decade and 
JPMorgan Chase & Co.’s 76 
percent rise. 

By week’s end stocks of all 
three had lost earlier gains. 
On Friday, all major market 
indices fell more than 2.5 
percent. One possible reason 
for the curious market 
behavior: We’re all focused 
on the big picture now, and 
things are looking ugly. 

Last week brought a flurry of 
news suggesting the recovery 
may be stalling. The Federal 
Reserve lowered its estimate 
for economic growth. That 
was followed by a pair 
of disappointing regional 
manufacturing surveys. Then 
came the coup de grace: a 


University of Michigan report 
Friday showing consumer 
confidence had fallen. 

The selling was indiscriminate 
and frustrating to bulls. 

“You find a company that 
you think is great, but if 
the market is going down, 
it’s going down, too,” 
said Linda Duessel, an 
equity market strategist at 
Federated Investors. Instead 
of buying and selling on each 
company’s merits, “We’re all 
macroeconomic economists 
now.” Or as the title of a UBS 
report Friday put it, “Profits 
get no respect.” 

As of midday Friday, 27 out 
of the 38 S&P 500 companies 
that have reported earnings 

— or 7 out of 10 — have 
beat estimates, according to 
Thomson Reuters. 

Jeffrey Kleintop, chief market 
strategist of LPL Financial, 
said he isn’t surprised 
by investors’ seeming 
indifference. 

He recently looked back at 
stock performance a year into 
every recovery since World 
War II. He found consumer 
confidence fell and investors 
suddenly started selling 

— but the market eventually 


stumbled back and rose 
smartly again. 

“Investors change focus away 
from individual companies to 
worry that all will be dragged 
down,” Kleintop said. But, 
he added, “We always head 
into a multiyear expansion 
— every recession.” 

His advice is to scoop up 
shares. 

To be sure, bad economic 
reports aren’t the only reason 
some stocks are down. 

On Thursday, Google Inc. 
posted earnings that fell short 
of analyst expectations. The 
stock dropped $34.41, or 7 
percent, to $459.61 the next 
day. 

General Electric Co. topped 
profit estimates but reported 
lower-than -expected 
revenue. Ditto for Bank of 
America Corp. Investors 
walloped both companies, 
and understandably so. To 
keep generating profits, 
companies will eventually 
have to generate more 
revenue, not just cut costs. 
The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 261.41 points, 
or 2.5 percent, Friday to 
10,097.90. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index dropped 
31.60, or 2.9 percent, to 
1,064.88. For the week, the 
Dow fell 100.13 and the S&P 
500 slid 13.08. 

The coming week will bring 
plenty of new earnings 
reports that will help show if 
the selling is overdone. 

On Monday, International 
Business Machines Corp. 
reports earnings, followed 
by Goldman Sachs Group 
Inc. the next day. Later in 
the week come reports from 
Coca-Cola Co., Amazon.com 
Inc. and Microsoft Corp. 
Amid the gloom, though, it’s 
not certain anyone will pay 
attention. □ 


Govt watchdog criticizes 
handling of car dealers

WASHINGTON - The Treasury Department failed to consider 
the economic fallout when it told General Motors and Chrysler 
to quickly shutter many dealerships as part of government-led 
bankruptcies, a federal watchdog found. 

A report released Sunday by the special inspector general 
for the government’s bailout program raised questions about 
whether the Obama administration’s auto task force considered 
the job losses from the closings while pressuring the companies 
to reduce costs. 

Treasury didn’t show why the cuts were “either necessary for 
the sake of the companies’ economic survival or prudent for 
the sake of the nation’s economic recovery,” said the audit by 
Neil Barofsky, the special inspector general for the Troubled 
Asset Relief Program, the $787 billion stimulus program 
known as TARP. “Treasury made a series of decisions that may 
have substantially contributed to the accelerated shuttering of 
thousands of small businesses,” investigators said. 

Those decisions resulted in “potentially adding tens of thousands 
of workers to the already lengthy unemployment rolls — all 
based on a theory and without sufficient consideration of the 
decisions’ broader economic impact,” the report said. 

Treasury officials said they strongly disagreed with many of the 
findings and said the companies have rebounded because of the 
government’s efforts. 

Herbert M. Allison Jr., Treasury’s assistant secretary for financial 
stability, said the administration’s actions “not only avoided a 
potentially catastrophic collapse and brought needed stability 
to the entire auto industry, but they also saved hundreds of 
thousands of American jobs and gave GM and Chrysler a chance 
to re-emerge as viable, competitive American businesses.” 

The audit also found that General Motors “did not consistently 
follow its stated criteria” for reducing its dealer network and 
noted that Chrysler failed to offer an appeals process. 

The report, sought by lawmakers critical of the dealership 
closings, was seized upon by Republicans who have questioned 
the administration’s dealings with private industry during the 
economic downturn. 

Rep. Darrell Issa, R-Califi, said the audit “should serve as a 
wake-up call as to the implications of politically orchestrated 
bailouts and how putting decisions about private enterprise in 
the hands of political appointees and bureaucrats can lead to 
costly and unintended consequences.” 

GM’s initial plan submitted to the government in February 2009 
called for the gradual reduction of 1,650 of its 5,750 dealers by 
the end of 2014. Chrysler pointed to plans to trim its network 
from 3,181 dealers to about 2,000 dealers by 2014. 

After Treasury rejected those earlier plans, the two companies 
released accelerated efforts to cut their dealership ranks. 
Chrysler said it would quickly close 789 dealers by June 2009 
and GM said it would slash its dealer ranks by 1,454 by October 
2010 . 

Following a fierce lobbying campaign by car dealers, Congress 
approved legislation last year requiring arbitration for closed 
dealers. GM said it would reinstate more than 660 dealers it 
had threatened with closure, reducing the number of dealers 
planning to appeal. □

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Floyd Mayweather silent on status of Pacqulao talks

MIAMI (AP) — A day after 
allowing a deadline for 
striking a deal on a superfight 
with Manny Pacquiao to pass 
without saying anything, 
Floyd Mayweather Jr indicated 
Sunday that his stance wouldn’t 
be changing anytime soon. 
“I’m not interested in rushing 
to do anything,” Mayweather 
told The Associated Press. 
Appearing in Miami as a 
coach at a charity basketball 
game hosted by Dwyane 
Wade and Alonzo Mourning, 
Mayweather happily fielded 
questions about the NBA. But 
when talk turned to boxing 

— and Pacquiao in particular 

— the fighter known as Money 
simply wouldn’t respond. 
Mayweather’s camp did not 
respond to a deadline early 
Saturday put in place by 
Pacquiao promoter Top Rank 
for exclusive negotiations, 
which has put what could be 
the richest fight in boxing 
history in doubt. 

Mayweather and Pacquiao 
are clearly the two biggest 
stars in the sport but have not 
signed a deal despite months 
of negotiations. 

“I’m not really thinking 
about boxing right now,” 
Mayweather said. “I’m just 
relaxing. I fought about 60 
days ago, so I’m just enjoying 
myself, enjoying life, enjoying 
my family and enjoying my 
vacation.” 

Mayweather has appeared at 
the event Mourning founded 
known as the Summer Groove 
in past years, plus has grabbed 
courtside seats at Heat games 
during previous trips to Miami. 
But there was a certain irony 
to his appearance Sunday: 
Mayweather was a coach on 
the bench that the Heat occupy, 
sitting in the seat that Miami 
coach Erik Spolestra uses 
during games. 

Spolestra is of Filipino descent, 
and is a huge Pacquiao fan. 
“I’m supporting all basketball 
players because I’m a fan of 
basketball,” Mayweather said. 
Pacquiao already has agreed 
to an equitable split of the 
earnings from the megafight, 
along with extensive drug 
testing. The two sides nearly 
came to terms earlier this year, 
but the fight didn’t happen then 
because Pacquiao was reticent 
about blood testing close to a 


fight. 

Pacquiao ended up routing 
Joshua Clottey before about 
50,000 fans at Cowboys 


Stadium in March, while 
Mayweather easily defeated 
Shane Mosley in May. 
Although he hasn’t spoken 


directly to Mayweather, Top 
Rank promoter Bob Arum said 
he believes the former pound- 
for-pound champion might 


be reluctant to fight this year 
because of the legal woes of 
Roger Mayweather, his uncle 
and longtime trainer. □

Riblon wins Tour de 
France mountain leg

AX-3 DOMAINES, France (AP) — Christophe 
Riblon took the first Pyrenees stage of the Tour 
de France on Sunday, leading the field from the 
first few kilometers to a solo victory high in the 
mountains. Andy Schleck held on to the leader’s 
yellow jersey in a stage that failed to separate the 
major contenders. 

It was the first Tour de France victory for the 29- 
year-old Frenchman and the biggest of his career 
to date. 

“Fve been a professional for 514 years and I’ve 
been waiting for this for 514 years,” Riblon said. 
He broke away in a small group in the first 30 
kilometers of the race, but slipped away from the 
last of that group on the major climb of the day, the 
Port de Pailheres. He held his lead over the top and 
down the long descent before the climb up to the 
ski resort of Ax-3 Domaines. 

“My aim was to arrive at the bottom with as much 
time as possible without losing all my strength. 
Then I did a good climb,” Riblon said. 


He finished in 4 hours, 52 minutes, 42 seconds 
— 54 seconds ahead of Denis Menchov of Russia 
and Samuel Sanchez of Spain. 

It was the fourth French win of the Tour de France 
this year — after two by Sylvain Chavanel and one 
from Sandy Casar — and it delighted the crowd, 
who in past years have struggled to find home 
success to celebrate. 

Schleck finished fourth at 1:08, in a group that also 
included his closest rival, defending champion 
Alberto Contador of Spain. The pair stuck together 
throughout the 114.7-mile 14th stage from Revel. 
Schleck said he hadn’t dared overtake Contador 
for fear that the Spaniard would launch a late 
attack and go past him. 

“I feel really good, and if he wants to get me 
tomorrow, he has to be really good,” Schleck 
added. 

Schleck holds the yellow jersey of overall leader 
by 31 seconds from Contador, with Sanchez now 
2:31 back. Menchov is fourth at 2:44. 

Monday’s 15th stage is the second in the Pyrenees 
and takes the riders 116.5 miles from Pamiers to

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Oosthuizen pulls away to dominating Open title

ST. ANDREWS, Scotland 
(AP) — Louis Oosthuizen 
walked over the Swilcan 
Bridge toward a British Open 
victory that was never in 
doubt Sunday at St. Andrews, 
another big moment in sports 
for South Africa. 

This celebration, though, 
carried a different tune. 

The drone of vuvuzelas, all 
the rage at the World Cup, 
was replaced by the skirl 
of bagpipes coming from 
behind the Royal & Ancient 
clubhouse. For the 27-year- 
old South African, the sound 
could not have been sweeter. 
With a performance that 
rivaled the dominance of 
Tiger Woods at the home of 
golf 10 years ago, Oosthuizen 
led over the final 48 holes and 
blew away the field by seven 
shots. 

“To win an Open championship 
is special,” Oosthuizen said. 
“But to win it at St. Andrews 
... it’s something you dream 
about.” 

The timing could not have 
been better — one week after 
South Africa concluded a 
wildly popular World Cup, 
and the day Nelson Mandela 
celebrated his 92nd birthday. 
“It felt a bit special, really,” he 
said. “When I walked down 
18, I was thinking about his 
birthday.” 

By then, the hard work was 
done. Oosthuizen made only 
two bogeys over the final 35 
holes in a strong wind that 
swept across the Old Course. 
He closed with a 1-under 71 
for a seven-shot victory over 
Lee Westwood, who was 
never in the game. 

The only challenge came from 
Paul Casey, who got within 
three shots after the eighth 
hole, then drove the green on 
the par-4 ninth. Oosthuizen 
answered by hitting driver 
onto the green and knocking 
in a 50-foot eagle putt to 
restore his cushion.

Three holes later, Casey hit 
into a gorse bush and made 
triple bogey, while Oosthuizen 
holed an 18-foot birdie putt. 
Oosthuizen spent the final 
hour soaking up an atmosphere 
unlike any other in golf with 
his caddie, Zack Rasego. He 
finished at 16-under 272 and 
became the first player since 
Tony Lema in 1964 to win his 
first major at St. Andrews. 

Just as Lema did when he won, 
Oosthuizen ordered bottles of 
champagne for the press. 
Never mind that everyone 
struggled to pronounce his 
name. All that mattered was 
the spelling on the bottom of 
that claret jug. And yes, the 
engraver used the abbreviated 
version — Louis — not his 
given name of Lodewicus 
Theodorus Oosthuizen. 

With the fifth victory of his 
career, Oosthuizen moved to 
No. 15 in the world. And as 
a sign of just how global golf 
has become, it’s the second 
time this decade that the four 
major championship trophies 
reside on four continents. 
“Nobody was going to stop 
him,” said Casey, whose 
adventures in the gorse sent 
him to a 75 and a tie for third 


with Rory Mcllroy (68) and 
Henrik Stenson (71). “He 
didn’t miss a shot today. I 
don’t know if he missed one 
all week. That was four days 
of tremendous golf. He didn’t 
flinch today.” 

No, there was only that gap- 
tooth smile that earned him 
the nickname “Shrek” from 
his friends. And there was 
amazement across his face 
when he cradled the oldest 
trophy in golf, a silver claret 
jug with his name etched 
alongside Woods, Jack 
Nicklaus, Ben Hogan, and the 
other South African winners 
— Gary Player, Bobby Locke 
and Ernie Els, his mentor. 
Without the Ernie Els & 
Fancourt Foundation in South 
Africa, Oosthuizen, the son 
of a farmer, could not have 
afforded the travel required 
to reach the game’s highest 
level. 

“It was great to have a South 
African winning it on Mandela 
Day,” said Dennis Bruyns, the 
chief executive of the Southern 
Africa PGA. “And there was a 
great sense of satisfaction in 
having a South African caddie 
with him, too.” 

It was the fifth major for the 


Springboks dating to Retief 
Goosen winning the U.S. 
Open in 2001, and the first at 
the British Open since Els won 
at Muirfield in 2002, a victory 
that inspired Oosthuizen. 
“Shrek is on the move,” 
Goosen said. “I knew he had 
a lot of talent. He grew up in 
an area (Mossel Bay) that’s 
very windy, so for him, these 
conditions are normal. The 
guy’s got one of the best 
swings on tour. I think he’ll 
be around for many years to 
come.” 

Some 45 miles (70 kilometers) 
away, Player was returning 
from a golf outing and 
listening to every shot on the 
radio, proud as can be. He 
saw the potential during a 
practice round they played at 
the Masters this year. 

Player called Oosthuizen on 
Sunday morning and gave him 
a pep talk. 

“I told him he’s got to realize 
that lots of people are hitting 
bad shots,” Player said, not 
knowing how few of those the 
kid would hit. “And I told him 
the crowd was naturally going 
to show a bias. But I reminded 
him when I played Arnold 
Palmer in 1961 at the Masters, 


only my wife and my dog was 
pulling for me. I told him he’s 
got to get in there and be more 
determined to win.” 
Oosthuizen was relaxed as 
he could be, putting his arm 
around Rasego after hitting 
off the 18th tee and walking 
over the Swilcan Bridge, 
thousands of fans packed 
into the grandstands, along 
the road and peering out the 
shop windows. “It’s a proud 
moment for us, especially 
with the Old Man, winning 
on his birthday,” Rosega said. 
“Winning at St. Andrews, it’s 
unbelievable. He deserves 
what he’s just done.” 

The 150th anniversary of 
golf’s oldest championship 
was memorable in so many 
ways. 

It began with Rory Mcllroy 
tying the major championship 
record with a 63 in some of 
the calmest conditions at the 
course. It ended with someone 
other than Woods hoisting the 
claret jug in front of the R&A 
clubhouse. 

Woods tapped in on the final 
hole and removed his cap to 
salute the gallery, just as he 
did the last two Opens at St. 
Andrews. Only this time, the 
tournament was still two hours 
from finishing. Woods made 
two double bogeys on his way 
to a 72 and tied for 23rd. 

It was his seventh tournament 
of the year without a victory, 
matching the longest drought 
of his career. 

“I’m not going to win all 
of them,” Woods said after 
his worst 72-hole finish in a 
major in six years. “I’ve lost a 
lot more than I’ve won.” 

No way he was going to win 
this one. Neither was anyone 
else. Oosthuizen might have 
been nervous, but it didn’t 
show. Chari Schwartzel, his 
best friend from their junior 
golf days in South Africa, 
ran into him on Saturday and 
said Oosthuizen was showing

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Dutch, Venezuelan diplomats discuss differences 


Aruba / Dutch delegation return from Caracas 



ORANJESTAD - The foreign ministers of the 
Netherlands and Venezuela agreed to strengthen 
cooperation after President Hugo Chavez’s 
government protested what it called violations of its 
airspace by a Dutch military aircraft, authorities said 
Saturday. Dutch Foreign Minister Maxime Verhagen 
met with his Venezuelan counterpart, Nicolas 
Maduro, who called it a welcome opportunity to 
discuss “the differences we have and to be able to 
communicate more closely and build an agenda,” 
the Venezuelan government said in a statement. 


The self-governing Dutch islands of Aruba, Curacao 
and Bonaire lie off Venezuela’s coast, and Chavez’s 
government complained that a Dutch military aircraft 
violated its airspace three times earlier this month. 
Chavez on Wednesday publicly questioned how 
long the Dutch islands off Venezuela’s coast will 
remain part of the Netherlands and said he believes 
they will one day be independent. 

Verhagen was accompanied by the leaders of Aruba 
including Prime Minister Mike Eman and leaders 
from the Netherlands Antilles for the talks Friday 


night. A joint government statement released by 
Venezuela said the foreign ministers reaffirmed 
a commitment to “absolute respect of territorial 
integrity and sovereignty.” 

It said they also agreed to study the possible 
construction of a natural-gas pipeline from Venezuela 
to Aruba, and expressed support for maintaining 
a cooperative relationship between Venezuela’s 
state oil company and oil refineries in Aruba and 
Curacao.

Provocative new research 
shows that treating people 
with the AIDS virus can 
provide a powerful bonus: 
It cuts the risk that they will 
infect others. 

New infections plummeted 
in parts of Canada as more 
people went on AIDS drugs, 
which lowered the amount of 
virus they had and the chances 
they would spread it, the study 
found. 

For every 100 people with 
HIV who started taking AIDS 
drugs, new infections dropped 
by 3 percent in British 
Columbia, where the study 
was done. The number of new 
infections there has been cut 
in half since 1996, matching a 
rise in treatment. 

“The more people you put on 
therapy, the less transmission 
there is,” said Dr. Anthony 
Fauci, director of the U.S. 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases. The 
drop in new cases in Canada 
“likely could not be explained 
by anything else,” he said. 

The U.S. government helped 
pay for the study. Results 


were published online Sunday 
by the British medical journal 
Lancet and were being 
presented at the International 
AIDS Conference in Vienna. 
The results suggest that 
Canada’s policy of free AIDS 
care is having a double benefit: 
to the people being treated and 
to the public’s health. 

In the United States, the 
study should boost efforts 
to more aggressively test 
and treat people, and to plug 
funding gaps that keep many 
from getting care now, AIDS 
experts said. An estimated 1.1 
million Americans have HIV, 
and about 20 percent of them 
don’t know it. About 55,000 
new infections occur each 
year in the U.S., a number that 
has held steady for a decade. 
Finding ways to prevent HIV 
infection is critical because 
there is no vaccine or cure 
for AIDS. Recommended 
treatment is a combination 
of medicines that lower the 
amount of virus that infected 
people harbor, often to 
undetectable levels. 

A study a decade ago in Africa 
found that people with these 
very low levels of virus were 
less likely to infect others. 


Treating pregnant women 
with HIV lowers the amount 
of virus they have and the 
risk they’ll pass it on to their 
babies. 

The new study is the first 
clear evidence that the same 
principle holds true on a 
population level, in everyday 
community settings. 

It was led by Dr. Julio 
Montaner, director of the 
British Columbia Centre for 
Excellence in HIV/AIDS in 
Vancouver. 

Researchers used patient 
registries from British 
Columbia’s universal health 
care system to track HIV tests, 
new cases, treatments and 
virus levels since 1996, when 
modern AIDS drugs became 
available. 

The number of infected 
people getting treatment rose 
from 837 in 1996 to 5,413 in 
2009. The number of new HIV 
diagnoses fell from 702 to 338 
per year during that time. The 
amount of virus that patients 
harbored also dropped and 
was directly related to fewer 
new cases being diagnosed in 
the population. 

The trends were largely driven 
by more treatment and fewer 
new cases among injection 
drug users, as sharing needles 
raises the risk of spreading 
HIV. 

Rates of other sexually spread 
diseases rose during the 
study period, suggesting that 
safer sex behaviors were not 
responsible for the drop in new 
HIV infections — treatment 
was. 

“There’s an ethical imperative” 
to provide care to people with 
HIV, and finding that this 
helps prevention “is an added 
bonus,” said Dr. Jonathan 
Mermin, the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention’s AIDS prevention 


chief. “It’s not enough on its 
own to stop the epidemic” 
and must be combined with 
safe sex and other prevention 
strategies, he said. 

Mitchell Warren, executive 
director of the AIDS Vaccine 
Advocacy Coalition, a New 
York-based nonprofit group 
that has worked toward 
developing a vaccine and 
other prevention tools, said the 
study was “quite compelling” 
and “very strong evidence” 
that treatment cuts the risk of 
spreading infection. 

Nearly every country, including 


the U.S., has waiting lines for 
people to get treatment, he 
noted. And progress with this 
approach depends on getting 
more people tested. 
Aggressive efforts to test and 
quickly treat anyone found to 
have HIV are under way in 
Washington, New York and 
San Francisco. The National 
Institutes of Health also has 
a study under way in seven 
countries, including the 
United States, to see if HIV 
treatment helps prevent spread 
of the virus to an uninfected 
partnerQ 


Microneedles may make 
getting flu shots easier

WASHINGTON - One day 
your annual flu shot could 
come in the mail. 

At least that’s the hope of 
researchers developing a new 
method of vaccine delivery 
that people could even 
use at home: a patch with 
microneedles. 

Microneedles? 

That’s right, tiny little needles 
so small you don’t even feel 
them. Attached to a patch 
like a Band-Aid, the little 
needles barely penetrate the 
skin before they dissolve and 
release their vaccine. 
Researchers led by Mark 
Prausnitz of Georgia Institute 
of Technology reported their 
research on microneedles in 
Sunday’s edition of Nature 
Medicine. 

The business side of the patch 
feels like fine sandpaper, he 
said. In tests of microneedles 
without vaccine, people rated 
the discomfort at one-tenth to 
one-twentieth that of getting 
a standard injection, he said. 
Nearly everyone said it was 
painless.□

Telefonica deal to buy 
Brazil’s Vivo falls apart 


RIM says Apple claims about 
BlackBerry unacceptable

MADRID - Spanish 
telecommunications giant 
Telefonica on Saturday 
pulled out of negotiations 
to acquire a euro7.15 billion 
($9.3 billion) stake in 
Brazil’s leading cell phone 
company Vivo. 

Telefonica said in a statement 
to Madrid’s stock exchange 
early Saturday that the deal 
fell through after Portugal 
Telecom’s board of directors 
failed to accept the Spanish 
company’s offer by the 
deadline. 

“The deal has been 
extinguished,” Telefonica 
said. 

Though PT shareholders 
voted two weeks ago 
to accept the offer, the 
Portuguese government 
used special voting rights to 
block the sale, citing national 
interests. 

The European Union’s Court 


of Justice then ruled that the 
Portuguese government’s 
blocking of the deal was 
illegal. 

Telefonica and PT each own 
50 percent of Brasilcel, a 
Dutch holding company 
which owns 60 percent 
of Vivo. The Spanish 
company’s offer was to buy 
PT’s half of Brasilcel and 
following the court’s finding 
it extended the offer until 
July 16. 

Telefonica is eager to expand 
its significant presence 
in the fast-growing Latin 
American sector, where it 
has an important foothold in 
burgeoning markets such as 
Chile, Colombia, Mexico, 
Peru and Venezuela and 
Brazil. 

Brazil’s economy is 
booming, in contrast to 
Telefonica’s home territory 
of Spain which is struggling 
to emerge from nearly two 
years of recession. 


PT is Portugal’s largest 
telecommunications 
operator and the Portuguese 
government demanded 
it maintain a foothold in 
Brazil as it did not want to 
lose PT’s Brazilian revenue 
stream. 

Telefonica SA is a much 
larger company than 
Portugal Telecom SGPS SA, 
employing about 237,000 
people compared with the 
around 32,000 employees at 
its Portuguese counterpart. 
Telefonica would not 
comment Saturday on the 
possibility of legal action 
following the collapse of 
the deal. 

Calls to Portugal Telecom on 
Saturday went unanswered. 
Telefonica shares fell 1.55 
percent to euro 16.16 on 
Friday while Portugal 
Telecom directors were 
still considering the deal. 
Portugal Telecom shares 
slid 4.53 percent to euro8.08 
per share.□

- Apple Inc appears to 
be deliberately distorting 
the issues surrounding the 
iPhone 4’s antenna design 
by asserting that Research 
In Motion’s BlackBerry has 
similar reception problems, 
RIM said. 

“Apple’s attempt to draw 
RIM into Apple’s self-made 
debacle is unacceptable,” RIM 
co-Chief Executives Mike 
Lazaridis and Jim Balsillie 
said in a statement emailed 
late Friday. 

“Apple’s claims about 
RIM products appear to be 
deliberate attempts to distort 
the public’s understanding of 
an antenna design issue and to 
deflect attention from Apple’s 
difficult situation.” 

Since the June 24 launch of 
the iPhone 4, some users have 
reported drastically reduced 
signal strength when they 
held the touch-screen phone 
a certain way, leading to 
dropped calls. 

In response to the complaints 
Apple Chief Executive Steve 
Jobs said Friday the entire 
smartphone industry shared 


such reception problems, 
naming specifically Research 
in Motion, Samsung 

Electronics and HTC Corp. 

At a rare, 90-minute press 
conference, Jobs maintained 
there were no problems with 
the iPhone 4’s wraparound 
antenna design and accused 
the media of trying to “tear 
down” a company that had 
grown so successful. 

“This is life in the smartphone 
world. Phones aren’t perfect. 
Most every smartphone we 
tested behaved like this,” Jobs 
said. 

Inresponseof Jobs’comments, 
RIM’s co-chief executives 
issued a statement defending 
the BlackBerry’s design and 
criticizing Apple’s approach 
to dealing with the iPhone 4’s 
antenna issue. 

“RIM has avoided designs 
like the one Apple used in the 
iPhone 4 and instead has used 
innovative designs which 
reduce the risk for dropped 
calls, especially in areas of 
lower coverage,” they said. 
“One thing is for certain, 
RIM’s customers don’t 
need to use a case for their 
BlackBerry smartphone to 
maintain proper connectivity,” 
the statement said. 

RIM, based in Waterloo, 
Ontario, was referring to 
Jobs’ offer to provide iPhone 
4 users with free phone cases 
to address the reception 
complaints. 

Apple, based in Cupertino, 
California, could not be 
reached immediately to 
comment. □

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Robert Gibbs: There Are 
Enough Close Races For 
GOP To Take The House

White House Press Secretary Robert Gibbs acknowledged 
on Sunday that there were enough closely contested 
congressional races that the Democrats could potentially 
lose their majority in the House of Representatives in the 
fall. 

But in an appearance on NBC’s “Meet The Press,” Gibbs 
also insisted that the party had a compelling case to make to 
voters that might help them hold onto power come Election 
Day. 

“I think there is no doubt that there are a lot of seats that 
will be up, a lot of contested seats,” Gibbs said. “I think 
people are going to have a choice to make in the fall. There’s 
no doubt there are enough seats in play that could cause 
Republicans to gain control — there is no doubt about that. 
This will depend on strong campaigns by Democrats.” 

He continued: “I think we’ve got to take the issues to them. 
Do you want to put into the speakership of the House a guy 
who thinks that the financial calamity is tantamount to an 
ant? The guy who is the ranking member of the energy and 
commerce committee, Joe Barton started his congressional 
testimony of the CEO of BP by apologizing not to the 
people in the Gulf but to the CEO. I think that is a perfect 
window not into what people are thinking but the way they 
will govern. Joe Barton, John Boehner those are the types of 
things you will hear a lot both from the president and from 
local candidates.” 

The comments were part of a broader case the administration 
made Sunday morning in defense of their record. In addition 
to Gibbs, senior adviser David Axelrod was also dispatched 
to the Sunday show circuit where he was peppered with 
questions about why the party and the president were 
struggling to win over independent voters. 

“Well look,” Axelrod said on CNN’s “State of the Union,” 
“I think I may have said this to you before, but in December 
of 2008, when we sat down with our economic advisers, and 
they told us what the country was in the midst of, and what 
the next couple of years were likely to hold, I said to the 
president: ‘Look, your numbers are not going to be nearly as 
good a year from now.’ We would have had a tough election 
in any case in 2010. This will make that election a little 
tougher. So this is not a big surprise.”□ 
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History’s turning points 
often goes unnoticed

Franklin Roosevelt didn’t want to fight the 
Vietnam War. He wasn’t, of course, alive when 
American troops began to trickle into Indochina, 
and his grasp of the tensions with Soviet Russia 
that would mature into the Cold War was not fully 
formed. Indeed, toward the end of World War II, 
he cut out Winston Churchill so as to confer with 
Joseph Stalin privately. 

But from July 1944 through the early months 
of 1945, Roosevelt repeatedly set out a clear 
vision for Vietnam: It should be a trusteeship, 
governed by the new United Nations, and not a 
colony, governed by France. “Roosevelt has been 
more outspoken to me on that subject than any 
other colonial matter,” Churchill told his foreign 
secretary, Anthony Eden, “and I imagine it is one 
of his principal war aims to liberate Indochina 
from France.” 

Then Roosevelt died. His ideas for Vietnam 
died with him, and before long his successor, 
Harry S. Truman, accepted French possession 
of Indochina. The rest is (very sad) history, set 
out in a stunning new book on Dien Bien Phu, 
the French outpost that collapsed in 1954, by Ted 
Morgan, whose account of FDR’s abandoned 
notion has the whiff of tragedy. 

Roosevelt’s death was a turning point in American 
politics, the conduct of World War II, the character 
of the presidency, the profile of the Democratic 
Party and relations among the United States, 
Great Britain, the Soviet Union and France. All 
that was known, or could have been surmised, on 
April 12, 1945, the day he died. 

But the implications for Vietnam were not known 
and could not have been imagined the evening 
Truman took the presidential oath of office. It is 
possible to argue that the death warrants of several 
million Vietnamese and 58,000 Americans, some 
yet unborn, were signed along with the death 
certificate of President Roosevelt. 

History is full of turning points, some instantly 
recognizable. Almost everybody understood 
on the day that Archduke Franz Ferdinand of 
Austria was assassinated in Sarajevo in 1914 that 
the world would be different in the years ahead, 
and that Central Europe would be transformed. 
So, too, with the German invasion of Poland in 
1939 and the Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor 
27 months later, both instantly acknowledged as 
turning points for power politics in Europe and 
Asia. 

But some turning points occur far from view or, 
if they are prominent events, have unexpected 
implications. Everyone knows that the election of 
Barack Obama was an important event. No one 
knows whether that will inspire a young black 
person, or someone else, somewhere in America 
or Africa or somewhere else, to dream big and 
make history. 

At the same time, we are surrounded by the 
effects of turning points that are spectacularly 
misinterpreted. Who could have imagined that 
Barry Goldwater’s loss in 1964 would be regarded 
today as boosting American conservatives’ 
prospects rather than burying them? (This is 
received wisdom today, especially since Ronald 
Reagan’s pre-election speech for Goldwater 
launched the career that would transform 


conservatism — and the American political 
scene.) 

Who could have imagined that the Nazis’ use of 
anti-communist elements of Muslim enclaves to 
fight the Soviets would have led to the West’s 
use of the same groups in the Cold War, which in 
turn would have led to American support of the 
mujahedeen in Afghanistan in the 1980s, which 
then would have led to the establishment of an al- 
Qaida base in Central Asia, which would have led 
to the terrorist attacks of Sept. 11, 2001? (That is 
the thesis of Ian Johnson’s new book, “A Mosque 
in Munich.”) 

Then again, who could have imagined that 
Theodore Roosevelt’s embrace of a Monroe 
Doctrine for Asia would have encouraged Japan 
to seek a Greater East Asia Co-Prosperity Sphere 
that would in turn lead to Pearl Harbor and then 
to the Cold War? (That is the less-convincing 
thesis of James Bradley’s “The Imperial Cruise,” 
published late last year and still selling briskly.) 
Perhaps the most intriguing turning points are the 
ones that go unrecognized for many years. Here’s 
one: The day in May 1917 when Harry Truman, 
at age 33, rejoined the Missouri National Guard 
with the intention of fighting in World War I. That 
experience gave the 33rd president, the last chief 
executive without a college degree, the worldly 
perspective to guide the United States at the end of 
World War II and the beginning of the Cold War. 
Some are apocryphal or hard to prove. For years 
Americans believed, wrongly, that Fidel Castro 
had been cut by a professional baseball team, an 
event that denied him the chance to be a Yankee 
or a Senator — consider the symbolism of that - 
- and set him on the path to revolution, shaping 
the destiny of the Kennedy administration, which 
stumbled at the Bay of Pigs and triumphed during 
the Cuban Missile Crisis a year later. 

Is it possible that Ho Chi Minh’s experience as 
a messboy on a French ocean liner turned him 
against his colonial masters, or that his failure 
to attract support for Vietnamese independence 
at the Versailles peace conference pushed him 
toward Moscow, a fateful drift with a significance 
for Vietnam and the United States at least as 
important as the death of Roosevelt? 

There is, however, one turning point that went 
unnoticed at the time and whose importance is 
undeniable today. 

In April 1969, Steve Crocker, one year out of 
UCLA, wrote a “request for comment” that 
received no attention in a week that included the 
decision to “Vietnamize” the conflict in Indochina, 
the cancellation of “The Smothers Brothers 
Comedy Hour” and the Chicago Eight’s plea of 
not guilty in a trial involving demonstrations at the 
Democratic National Convention a year earlier. 
Crocker’s document included this passage: 

“After receiving a message from a HOST, an IMP 
partitions the message into one or more packets. 
Packets are not more than 1010 bits long and are 
the unit of data transmission from IMP to IMP. 
A 24-bit cyclic checksum is computed by the 
transmission hardware and is appended to an 
outgoing packet. The checksum is recomputed by 
the receiving hardware and is checked against the 
transmitted checksum. Packets are reassembled 
into messages at the destination IMP.” Q
